By  a  conjoint  arrangement  with  the  Leeds  Geological  Society 
the  lecture  by  Mr.  Raymond  Priestley  was  delivered  before  the 
members  of  the  Society  and  those  of  the  Leeds  Geological 
Society  and  its  friends. 

The  Council  had  again  the  pleasure  of  accepting  the  offer 
by  Professor  Garstang  of  a  series  of  three  evening  lectures,  free 
to  the  members  on  "  The  Story  of  Sea  Mammals."  The  lectures 
were  much  appreciated.  Lantern  slides  and  objects  from  the  museum 
were  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures.

The  Society  has  lost  by  death  Mr.  William  Hancock,  F.L.S., 
F.R.G.S.,  one  of  its  Honorary  Members. 

Mr.  Hancock  was  a  fearless  explorer,  a  keen  observer,  and  a 
skilled  botanist.  He  was  the  first  European  to  explore  the  Highlands 
of  Formosa,  inhabited  by  aborigines,  and  to  make  a  scientific 
study  of  its  flora,  resulting  in  the  acquisition  of  a  valuable 
collection  of  new  plants  which  he  presented  to  Kew.  One  genus 
and  nineteen  species  of  plants  have  been  named  after  Mr.  Hancock. 
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In  the  mountain  regions  of  North  China  Mr.  Hancock  was 
also  a  pioneer  and  verified  specifically  the  prediction  made  by 
the  famous  Russian  botanist,  Maximovitz,  as  to  their  probable 
flora.  He  also  travelled  in  Central  America,  Mexico,  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  the  East  Indies  and  Japan,  and  made  many 
researches  on  the  phenomena  of  volcanic  upheavals  and  visited 
most  of  the  important  craters  of  the  world.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  only  published  account  of  Mr.  Hancock's  experiences  is 
a  lengthy  paragraph  in  Bretschneider,  "  History  of  European 
Botanical  Discoveries  in  China." 

The  following  lectures  were  delivered  to  the  members  of  the 
Society  by  Mr.  Hancock  :  "  Formosa  ;  its  geology,  flora,  fauna 
and  aborigines,"  in  1891,  "Travels  in  Guatemala,  Salvador  and 
Nicaragua"  in  1899.  He  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  in 
1892. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  lost  by  death  Colonel 
Wilson  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Matthews,  M.A.,  two  former  Presidents 
of  the  Society. 

The  late  Col.  Edmund  Wilson  joined  the  Society  in  1876,  his 
father  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson,  being  at  one  time  one  of  its  Hon. 
Secretaries.  In  1887  Col.  Wilson  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Council,  and  in  1896-7  and  in  1897-8,  as  President  of  the  Society. 
During  his  period  of  office  as  President  his  legal  help  to  the 
Council  was  of  special  value,  he  was  also  the  Hon.  Registrar  of 
the   Society. 

Col.  Wilson  read  two  papers  before  the  Members,  one  on 
"Slums"  in   1894  and  another  on  "Jersey"  in   1896. 

Col.  Wilson's  paper  on  "  Slums "  was  one  of  the  factors 
which  powerfully  influenced  public  opinion  on  the  dangers  to 
the  community  of  Leeds  of  much  insanitary  property  in  their 
midst,  much  of  which  has  since  been  cleared  away. 

Col.  Wilson  was  one  of  the  founders  and  the  first  President  of 
the  Thoresby  Society.  The  citizens  of  Leeds  should  ever  hold 
him  in  grateful  remembrance  for  the  part  he  played  in  securing 
the  transference  of  Kirkstall  Abbey  to  the  citizens  of  Leeds  by 
Col.  North.  He  had  a  lifelong  and  vivid  interest  in  matters  of 
archaeological  importance. 


The  late  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Matthews  died  from  drowning  as 
the  result  of  a  boat  accident  on  the  Thames  when  returning 
from  Mapledurham  Church  to  Purley,  after  taking  evening  service 
for  a  friend. 

Mr.  Matthews  succeeded  Dr.  Henderson  as  Headmaster  ot 
the  Leeds  Grammar  School  in  1884,  and  in  the  following  year 
he  joined  the  Society  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Council 
in  1 886,  and  President  of  the  Society  in  1892-3  and  1893-4.  He 
read,  as  his  Presidential  Address,  a  paper  on  "  Style,"  and  in 
1889  introduced  a  discussion  on  "The  Best  Method  of  Teaching 
a  Modern  Language." 

Mr.  Matthews  showed  in  a  marked  degree  his  interest  in  the 
Society,  he  was  most  regular  in  his  attendances  at  its  meetings 
and  always  gave  valuable  assistance  in  compiling  the  lecture  lists. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Council  four  of  the  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments of  the  Leeds  Corporation  undertook  to  deliver  a  course  of 
lectures  on  "The  Municipal  Undertakings  of  the  Leeds 
Corporation."  A  small  charge  for  admission  was  made  to  the 
general  public  to  cover  incidental  expenses  and  advertising.  The 
lectures  were  well  attended  and  aroused  considerable  interest.  The 
thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Henzell,  Mr.  G.  A  Hart, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Lancashire,  and  Dr.  Angus  for  their  voluntary  help,  and 
also  for  the  elaborate  demonstration  of  their  subjects  by  exhibits  of 
objects  and  displays  of  diagrams  and  lantern  illustrations. 
Dr.  Angus  undertook,  at  short  notice,  to  lecture  in  place  Dr. 
Cameron,  who  had  been  overtaken  by  illness  after  his  promise  to 
lecture. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford,  the 
Lord  Mayor,  for  his  interest  in  arranging  by  personal  invitation 
the  series  of  lectures.

Towards  the  end  of  the  Session  the  President  and  Council 
made  arrangements  for  three  Discussions  on  "  Some  of  the 
Philosophical  Aspects  of  Religion."  Unfortunately,  the  last  of 
the  Discussions  had  to  be  postponed,  as  Baron  Friedrich  von 
Hiigel,  who  was  to  have  introduced  the  subject  of  u  The  Present- 
Day  Weakening  of  the  Sense  of  Sin  ;  its  Causes,  Importance,  and 
Remedies,"  had  been  detained  in  Rome  by  the  illness  of  his 
daughter.  At  each  of  the  Discussions  there  were  three  invited 
speakers,  one  of  whom,  by  a  special  paper,  introduced  the  subject  and 
was  followed  by  the  two  other  speakers  who  gave  their  views 
from  their  own  standpoints.  The  meeting  was  then  declared 
open  for  discussion  by  members  and  their  friends. 

The  President  acted  as  chairman  and  closed  each  discussion 
with  a  general  survey  of  the  subject  before  the  meeting.  The 
attendances  were  excellent  and  the  discussions  evoked  much 
interest.  Admission  was  limited  to  members  of  the  Society  and 
their  friends.

The  Senior  Honorary  Secretary,  Lt.-Col.  E.  Kitson  Clark,  has 
been  absent  from  the  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Society  this  year 
owing   to    his    military   duties. 

By  permission  he  was  able  to  fulfil  his  promise  to  deliver 
the  first  of  the  Saturday  Evening  lectures  to  the  public. 

To  his  great  regret,  a  serious  accident  in  the  autumn,  during 
his  Command  of  the  8th  Battalion  West  Yorkshire  Regiment  at 
York,  prevented  him  from  proceeding  to  the  front  with  his 
battalion,  but,  when  sufficiently  recovered  from  his  injury,  he  was 
appointed  to  command  in  France  the  overseas  Base  Depot,  of 
the    1st    line,    1st    West    Riding    Division,  T.F. 

The  Council  and  Members  cordially  wish  Col.  Clark  success 
in  his  command  and  a  safe  return  to  Leeds  at  the  end  of  the  war. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford,  a  member  of  the  Council,  has  undertaken 
the  honorable  duties  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  City,  and  the 
Society  appreciates  through  him  the  honour  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  it  by  his  election,  by  the  City  Council,  as  Lord 
Mayor  of  Leeds.  The  Council  recognises  the  arduous  duties  of  the 
office  of  Lord  Mayor  this  year,  in  which  he  is  not  only  called 
upon  to  preside  over  the  administration  of  the  City's  affairs  but 
over  many  meetings  and  deliberations  on  matters  of  urgent 
national  importance.  During  his  year  of  office  the  Lord  Mayor 
has  been  generous  in  his  help  to  the  Society,  and  has  also  freely 
given  time  for  its  benefit. 

There  has  been  a  continuous  membership  of  the  Society  by 
Mr.  Bedford's  family  since  1823. 
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There  is  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  visitors 
to  the  Museum,  the  number  for  19 14- 15  being  15,612  ;  for  191 3-14, 
18,164,  the  mean  of  the  last  ten  years  being  17,302.  The  above 
numbers  do  not  include  those  visits  made  by  the  School 
Children  under  the  "  Leeds  Schools'  Museum  Scheme." 

Mr.  Alec.  Wormald,  the  Secretary  of  the  Leeds  Schools' 
Museum  Scheme,  has  furnished  the  following  report: — 

"On  Friday,  September  25th,  1914,  Mr.  H.  Crowther  gave  to  the 
Teachers  of  the  Leeds  Schools,  an  outline  lecture  on  "The  Farm," 
the  subject  chosen  by  the  Leeds  Schools'  Museum  Scheme  Committee 
for  the  Fourteenth  Session  of  the  Scheme. 

Alderman  W.  H.  Clarke,  Chairman  of  the  Leeds  Education  Com- 
mittee, was  prevented  from  acting  as  chairman  by  illness  and  absence 
from  town.  In  a  letter  read  to  the  gathering  he  expressed  his  high 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Crowther's  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children  of 
Leeds  and  gave  the  scheme  his  official  support. 

Mr.  P.  L.  Gray,  H.M.I.S.,  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  supported 
by  Mr.  C.  T.  Whitmell,  ex-H.M.I.S  (representing  the  Leeds  Philo- 
sophical and  Literary  Society),  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Brown,  of  the  Philosophical 
Society,  Messrs.  J.  Petty  and  J.  H.  Webster,  Inspectors  of  the  Leeds 
Education  Committee,  and  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  L.S.M.S. 
Committee.  The  Chairman  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education 
heartily  welcomed  the  continuation  of  the  scheme,  which  Mr.  Whitmell, 
on  behalf  of  the  Philosophical  Society,  supported. 

The  first  lecture  to  the  children  was  delivered  on  Monday, 
September  28th,   Mr.  Alf.   Blenkinsop  being  the  Supervisor. 

Up  to  date,  58  lectures  have  been  given  and  13,600  children  in 
charge  of  340  teachers  and  drawn  from  139  departments  have  attended. 

Six   more  lectures  have   yet  to  be  given  to  2,400  children. 

The  reports  from  the  Supervisors  invariably  speak  in  the  highest 
praise  of  the  Lecture,  the  beautiful  slides  and  the  large  and  varied 
collection  of  objects  gathered  by  Mr.  Crowther  to  illustrate  the  subject. 

The  children  and  teachers  unite  with  the  Committee  in  again 
thanking  Mr.  Crowther  and  Miss  Crowther  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Scheme.  To  Mr.  R.  H.  Brown  tbeir  thanks 
are  also  tendered  for  the  trouble  he  has  taken  to  obtain  many  of 
the  objects  used  to  illustrate  the  lecture.    The  Education  Committee 
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has    again    shown    its    acknowledgment    of   Mr.    Crowther's    work    by 
continuing  the  "extra  grant"  made  last  session. 

The    visit    of   the  children  from  the  Special  Schools  was  such  a 
success  last  year  that  the  experiment  is  being  repeated. 

Many  of  the  children   of  the    Belgian    Refugees    have   attended 
the  lectures,  and  a  special  lecture  has  also  been  given  them. 

The  Council  regrets  to  record  that  owing  to  continued  serious 
illness  Mr.  Aquila  Dodgson  has  not  this  year  presented  a  report 
of  his  personal  work  on  the  Numismatic  Collections  of  the  Museum. 
These  reports  have  been  for  fourteen  years  a  special  feature  of  the 
Annual  Report,  for  not  only  have  the  collections  grown  by 
generous  gifts  during  this  period  but  the  influence  of  Mr.  Dodgson 
has  been  such  that  thousands  of  coins,  tokens,  and  medals  have 
been  submitted  to  him  for  decipherment.  He  had  also  embodied 
in  his  reports  interesting  notices  and  tabulations  of  coins  that  have 
been  presented.

By  Lieut. -Col.  J.  W.  Stead,  Leeds,  a  large  number  of  small 
South  American  birds,  including  humming,  scissor,  and  sugar 
birds,  manakins,  some  of  the  types  being  rare. 

By  Mrs.  A.  P.  Longstaffe,  Headingley,  of  ethnological  objects, 
and  a  number  of  heads  of  deer,  wild  boar  and  other  animals  shot 
by  her  son  in  India  and  Canada,  and  which  are  mounted  on  shields 
of  wood. 

By  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  a  valuable  series  ot 
flint  implements  from  the  bequest  of  Richard  Jones,  formerly  of 
Welling,  Kent,  consisting  of  palneoliths  from  Swanscombe,  Kent, 
of  the  types  found  in  the  middle-gravel  of  the  ioo-ft.  terrace  of  the 
Thames  (Archaeologia  LXIV.,  177).  A  series  of  surface  specimens 
from  Swanscombe,  including  scrapers  not  necessarily  of  neolithic 
date,  and  in  some  cases  like  cave  period  specimens  in  France,  and 
other  specimens  including  a  Thames  (or  Campigny)  pick  regarded 
usually  as  earliest  neolithic. 

A  further  valuable  series  of  flints  from  Northfleet  selected 
from  specimens  handed  over  to  the  British  Museum  for  distribution 
to  provincial  museums  by  the  Associated  Portland  Cement  Manu- 
facturers, Ltd.  The  Northfleet  flints  were  found  in  thousands 
associated  in  a  chalky  deposit,  identified  as  Coombe  Rock,  with  the 
recognised  mammoth  fauna,  on  a  level  corresponding  to  the  middle 
or  50-ft.  terrace  of  the  Thames.  The  "  industry "  is  assigned  on 
various  grounds  to  the  period  of  Le  Moustier  (earliest  stage  of  the 
palaeolithic  Cave-period) ;  and  the  type  series  comprises  typical 
implements  which  were  the  output  of  this  factory.  This  kind  of 
implement  is  a  simplification  of  the  ovate  palaeolith  of  St.  Acheul 
type.     Described  in  Archaeologia  LXII.,  515. 

A  very  valuable  series  of  1 10  flint  and  bone  implements  from 
the  French  Cave  deposits  by  Sir  Hercules  Read,  London.  The 
specimens  from  Le  Moustier  Cavern,  Dordogne,  include  flakes, 
Moustier  point  and  side  scraper  (racloir).     River  Vezere,  Dordogne 
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(Cave-district),  combined  graver  (burin)  and  end-scraper  (grattoir), 
probably  Mid-cave  period.  Les  Eyzies  Cavern,  Dordogne,  flakes, 
mostly  transition  from  Solutre  to  La  Madeleine  period  ;  and 
specimen  of  the  breccia  forming  floor  of  Cavern.  Langerie 
Haute  rock-shelter,  part  of  laurel-leaf  blade,  early  Solutre  date. 
La  Madeleine  rock-shelter,  Dordogne,  fragments  of  bone  harpoons 
and  needle,  flint  flakes,  gravers,  scrapers.  Bruniquel  (Montastruc 
rock-shelter)  Tarn-et-Garonne  of  the  La  Madeleine  period,  core, 
gravers  and  small  flakes  from  a  workshop  floor. 

The  Society  owes  its  thanks  to  Mr.  Reginald  A.  Smith,  of  the 
British  Museum,  for  his  help  in  describing  the  specimens  and  his 
interest  in  the  Department  of  Prehistoric  Objects  in  the  Society's 
Museum. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  made  by  Professor  Kendall,  when 
President  last  year,  for  funds  for  the  prosecution  of  the  explora- 
tions of  the  underground  workings  at  Grime's  Graves,  Norfolk, 
by  the  Prehistoric  Society  of  East  Anglia,  several  members  of 
the  Council  generously  subscribed  to  a  "  President's  Fund "  for 
that  purpose,  and  a  hope  was  expressed  by  them  that  the 
Society's  Museum  might  benefit  by  such  explorations. 

As  a  result,  a  series  of  42  objects  of  prehistoric  interest, 
chiefly  worked  flints,  6  miners'  picks  made  of  the  antlers  of 
red  deer,  and  a  series  of  the  shells  of  20  species  of  land  snails 
and  a  slug  found  in  the  workings,  have  been  added  to  the 
Museum  collections. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Clarke,  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Prehistoric 
Society,  has  kindly  contributed  the  following : — 

"The  Prehistoric  Flint-Mines,  Grime's  Graves,  Weeting, 
Norfolk,  consist  of  about  400  filled-in  shafts  originally  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  from  30  to  40  feet,  chiefly  in  chalk,  in  search  of  a  fine  layer 
of  flint  known  as  floorstone.  When  this  was  reached  it  was 
followed  up  by  means  of  low  galleries,  of  which  there  is  an 
intricate  network  beneath  the  whole  area.  Two  of  these  shafts 
were  opened  by  the  "Prehistoric  Society  of  East  Anglia"  in 
1914,  and  about  220  miners'  picks  made  from  antlers  of   the  red 
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deer,  with  the  crown,  tres  and  bez  tines  removed  and  the  brow 
tine  left,  were  found.    Marks  made  by  these  picks  were  frequent 
in  the  chalk  of  the  galleries. 

Above  the  entrances  of  some  of  the  galleries  and  on  the 
sides  of  the  shafts,  were  pieces  of  chalk  rubbed  smooth  by 
thongs  which  were  probably  used  for  raising  the  flint  to  the 
surface.  There  were  signs  that  during  the  process  of  filling  in 
the  shafts  man  lived  in  the  sheltered  hollow.  Flint  implements, 
generically  of  "  Cissbury  type "  but  with  local  peculiarities,  were 
made  by  the  miners  and  the  area  of  the  graves  is  strewn  with 
chips  and  flakes,  in  places  solidly  packed  to  a  depth  of  several 
feet." 

By  Mr.  W.  R.  Plowes,  Chapeltown,  a  number  of  finely  preserved 
specimens  of  Corals,  Shells,  Terra-cotta  Lamps  from  Egypt  and 
Carthage ;  Bronze  Vase,  Smyrna,  and  minerals.  The  gifts  of 
small  objects  made  by  Mr.  Plowes  last  year  and  this  are  useful 
additions  to  the  Museum. 

From  the  Lord  Mayor  (Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford)  a  fine  series  of 
Graptolites  and  Trilobites  chiefly  from  the  Ordovician  of  Llandilo. 
The  specimens  are  27  in  number  and  are  very  finely  preserved, 
and  are  a  valued  addition  to  the  Museum.  Also  a  framed 
Coloured    Print   by    F.  Vivares   of   Kirkstall    Abbey,    1769. 

From  Mr.  Edwin  Hawkesworth,  who  has  for  some  years 
made  special  gifts  of  geological  objects  to  the  Museum,  there 
have  been  received  many  specimens  from  the  East  Coast  of 
Yorkshire  of  varied  and  interesting  types  of  fossils  ;  and,  also,  of 
two  series  of  fossils  from  the  Yorkshire  Coal-field  of  special 
interest.  One  is  from  a  marine  band  in  the  Coal  Measures, 
about  220  feet  above  the  Melton  Field  Coal  Seam,  passed  through 
in  making  the  new  Colliery  at  Bentley.  The  other  of  specimens 
of  Anthracomya  Phillipsii  from  practically  the  only  section  of 
Upper  Coal  Measures  in  Yorkshire  exposed  in  making  new 
railway  cutting  near  Cadeby. 

From  Rev.  C.  Hargrove,  three  stone  Celts,  probably  recently 
fabricated  by  the  natives  of  Mount  Stirling,  Australia. 

By  Mr.  T.  A.  Carpenter,  Ilkley,  two  book-cabinets  of  micro- 
scopical  slides  of  material    from    the  deep  sea  dredgings    of  the 
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Lightning,  Porcupine  and  other  ships,  together  with  a  Binocular 
Microscope,  two  objectives,  eye-pieces,  polariscope,  spot  lens,  lamp 
and  condensers,  formerly  the  property  of  his  father,  Dr.  W.  B. 
Carpenter,  F.R.S. 

From  Mrs.  Legge,  Headingley,  a  small  series  of  Australian 
bird  skins. 

By  Mr.  H.  Lawton,  Chapeltown,  a  well-preserved  and  fine 
example  of  an  otter  in  glass  case. 

By  Mr.  J.  H.  Rontree,  Garforth,  a  small  collection  of  selected 
examples  of  Carboniferous  Fossils  chiefly  from  the  Barnsley  Coal- 
field.    Several  of  the  examples  are  new  to  the  Society's  collections. 

By  W.  H.  Bartholomew,  a  number  of  coal  fossil  plants,  chiefly 
Neuropteris,  from  Notton,  near  Wakefield,  and  a  model  yacht. 

By  the  Trades'  Commissioners,  London,  on  behalf  of  the 
Union  of  South  Africa,  The  Canadian  Government,  The  Common- 
wealth of  Australia,  Department  of  Agriculture,  U.S. A ,  Agent 
General  West  Australia,  the  Imperial  Institute,  Messrs.  Sutton  and 
Sons,  Reading ;  Messrs.  J.  Bibby  &  Son,  Liverpool  ;  Messrs. 
George  Hadfield  and  Co.,  Liverpool  ;  Messrs.  W.  E.  Kenworthy  and 
Son,  Leeds;  Messrs.  H.  Richardson  &  Co.,  York  ;  Messrs.  Lancelot 
Foster  &  Sons,  York,  objects  to  illustrate  the  Schools'  Museum 
lecture  on  "  The  Farm." 

By  Mrs.  Oates,  Castle  Hedingham,  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Basil  Lupton,  a  framed  portrait  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hincks, 
B.A.,  F.R.S.,  President  of  the  Society  1863-4,  '64-5,  '65-6. 

By  Mr.  R.  H.  Brown,  a  suit  of  Livery  for  the  Porter.  The 
Council  owes  its  thanks  to  Mr.  Brown  for  spontaneous  and 
generous  help  in  many  matters  which  pertain  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Museum.  For  the  acquisition  of  the  special  material  needed  to 
illustrate  the  Schools'  Museum  lecture  on  "  The  Farm,"  Mr.  Brown 
undertook  all  the  correspondence  from  his  own  office  and  at  no 
cost,  in  either  postage  or  typewriting,  to  the  Society,  got  together 
the  valuable  material  from  which  the  extensive  exhibits  for  this 
lecture  were  made  in  the  Museum. 

The  collection  of  "  Bygones "  in  the  Museum  has  been 
increased  by  valued  gifts  of  interesting  objects :   from  Mrs.  S.  Scott 
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Stanley,  Roundhay,  a  pair  of  household  sugar-nippers  ;  Mrs.  Chap- 
man, Chapeltown,  a  pair  of  hand  sugar-nippers.  From  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Leeds  (Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford),  a  caltrop  and  a  pair  of 
wooden  nutcrackers  ;  Mr.  William  Owen,  Leeds,  two  aventurine 
bracelets,  and  a  silk  purse  with  silver  work  ;  Miss  Dunn,  Ponsonby, 
an  embroidered  purse  ;  Mr.  W.  R.  Plowes,  Chapeltown,  two  pairs 
of  steel  snuffers  ;  Mr.  Thomas  Pickersgill,  Leeds,  a  snuffer  tray 
and  several  old  keys  ;  Mrs.  A.  Maud  Maud,  Stanningley,  an 
engraved  horn  drinking  cup. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  especially  due  to  Mrs.  F.  H. 
Woods,  Bainton,  Driffield,  for  a  gift  to  the  Museum  of  a  collection 
of  British  Marine  Shells,  made  by  her  late  husband,  the  Rev. 
F.  H.  Woods,  Rector  of  Bainton.  Mr.  WToods  was  a  specialist  in 
the  shells  of  the  minute  British  Marine  Mollusca  and  particularly 
in  the  microscopic  differences  in  their  growth.  He  spent  three 
days  examining  the  minute  Marine  Shells  of  the  Rowe  and 
Hebden  Collections  in  the  Museum  with  a  view  of  supplying, 
where  possible,  from  his  own  specimens,  desiderata  for  the  Society's 
collections.  The  Council  regret  to  record  that  Mr.  Woods  has 
since  then  died  at  Bainton.  Mrs.  Woods  has,  also,  presented  a 
collection  of  six  hundred  British  and  Continental  plants,  excellently 
preserved  and  displayed,  which  was  made  by  the  late  Mr.  Woods. 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds  (Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford),  has  lent 
a  case  containing  a  collection  of  Books  which  illustrate  the  early 
art  of  Printing  and  Binding  ;  another  case  containing  a  working 
compound  Condensing  Engine,  and  a  case  with  a  working  model, 
to  scale,  of  a  Locomotive  used  on  the  Great  Central  Railway. 
The  exhibits  have  excited  considerable  interest,  and  are  displayed 
in  the  Outer  and  Inner  Vestibules.  Other  objects  lent  by  the 
Lord   Mayor  are  displayed  in  the   Inner  Vestibule  Cases. 

The  preparation  of  Exhibits  for  the  Lecture  on  "  The  Farm  " 
given  to  school  children  has  occupied  considerable  time  and  the 
exercise  of  much  ingenuity.  Forty  special  cases  which  receive 
one  hour's  attention  of  each  child  and  its  teacher  are  prepared  each 
year  to  illustrate  the  Lecture  given  by  the  Curator  in  the  Lecture 
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Theatre.  This  year  the  nature  of  the  material  necessitated 
the  putting  of  seeds  into  glazed  cardboard  boxes  or  special  glass 
vessels  so  that  when  so  arranged  they  could  be  suspended  for 
inspection  in  large  cases  during  the  visits  of  the  children.  In 
some  of  the  cases  as  many  as  36  kinds  of  objects  are  shown  in 
boxes,  the  contents  of  each  box  being  specifically  named. 

The  cases  of  exhibits  include  "  Products  of  a  South  African 
Farm,"  "  Products  of  a  Rhodesian  Farm,"  "  Cereals  of  Canadian 
Farms,"  five  cases  ;  "  Cereals  and  Seeds  of  American  Farms," 
"  British  Colonial  Products,"  "  An  English  Farm  Yard,"  "  Farm  of 
Palestine,"  objects  lent  by  the  Rev.  N.  Bergheim,  Swillington, 
"  Products  of  Western  Australia,"  "  Sugar  Cane  and  its  products," 
"  Cereals  of  the  Farm,"  "  Grasses  of  the  Farm,"  "  Seeds  used  on 
the  Farm,"  "Oils  and  Cattle  Foods,"  "Fertilisers,"  "Injurious 
Insects,"  "  Germination  of  Cereals." 

Arrangement  of  the  Museum  : — 

Several  special  cases  of  exhibits  have  been  added 
to  the  Museum.  A  wall  case  in  the  South  Geological 
Room  has  in  it  a  display  of  the  exterior  parts  of  timber  trees 
and  cross  sections  of  the  same,  and  specimens  of  seedlings 
mounted  in  a  weak  solution  of  formalin.  Three  other  cases 
near  these  have  sections  of  timber.  In  the  North  Geological 
Room,  in  two  cases,  are  displayed  cones  and  sections  of  Coniferous 
trees.  On  the  passage  approaching  this  room  a  glazed  wall  case 
permits  of  the  display  of  a  series  of  models  of  Fungi. 

Owing  to  the  generous  gifts  of  Flint  Implements  by  the 
British  Museum,  two  new  cases  have  been  attached  to  the  older 
ones  and  these  cases,  though  narrow,  have  permitted  the  display 
of  the  objects  in  chronological  order  with  the  rest  of  the  collections. 
The  gift  by  Sir  Hercules  Read  was  incorporated  amongst  the 
rest  of  the  French  Cave  deposits. 

The  valued  gift  by  certain  members  of  the  Council  of 
objects  from  Grime's  Graves  has  been  displayed  in  one  case  on 
the  landing  of  the  Staircase.  The  objects  have  had  their  localities 
painted  on  them.  Perhaps  no  section  of  the  Museum  has  grown 
so  much  during  the  last  two  years  as  that  which  includes  the 
stone  and  bronze  implements. 
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A  marked  interest  has  been  shewn  in  the  collection  of 
articles  of  domestic  use  of  interest  owing  to  their  age,  and  so 
many  additions  have  been  made  to  it,  that  a  large  wall  case  has 
been  erected  in  the  Inner  Vestibule  for  their  display. 

The  Corals  have  been  arranged  and  the  large  specimens  of 
Neptune's  Sponges  are  now  displayed  in  a  separate  case  in  the 
large  Zoological  Room. 

The  valued  gift  of  several  cases  of  the  Freshwater  Fishes  of 
Yorkshire  has  been  displayed  in  the  Fish  Gallery,  and  Mr. 
J.  H  .R.  Bazley  intends  in  the  near  future  to  add  other  cases  to  it. 

The  marked  increase  of  gifts  is  a  sign  of  greater  local 
appreciation. 

Owing  to  the  war  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
Members  and  Subscribers,  chiefly  of  Members  who  have  left  Leeds 
to  reside  in  London  or  in  the  country,  and  of  7s.  6d.  Subscribers, 
chiefly  teachers. 

There  has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  lettings  of  the  Hall 
and  of  admissions  to  the  Museum.  At  the  same  time  the 
activity  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Museum  have  in  no  recent  year 
been  greater.  The  Council  issued  a  syllabus  of  26  lectures,  and 
of  three  discussion  evenings,  an  innovation  by  the  President.  The 
attendances  at  the  lectures  were  better  than  those  of  last  year. 

The  temporary  use  of  the  office  part  of  the  Basement  of  the 
Hall,  which  is  at  present  unlet,  has  been  granted  to  Mrs.  Kitson 
Clark  for  providing  necessaries  for  the  8th  Battalion  W.  Y.  R.,  and 
for  other  objects  connected   with  men  serving  in  the  war. 

The  City  Council  has  increased  its  grant  to  the  Schools' 
Museum  scheme,  so  that  under  the  guidance  of  their  Teachers, 
the  Museum  has  this  year  been  visited  by  1,000  children  more 
than  was  the  case  last  year. 

As  in  past  years  special  students  have  been  welcomed  and 
helped  in  their  work  ;  in  many  cases  free  admissions  being  granted. 

Xo  further  communication  has  yet  been  received  from  the 
Town  Clerk  in  relation  to  a  joint  arrangement  in  the  interests  of 
the  Public  and  of  the  Society,  as  suggested  in  a  letter  from  him 
dated  April    13th,   1905.
